Chicago and New York banks had 
offered assistance, but the officers of 
the National Bank of Commerce saw 
no prospect that the steady drain 
would be checked and decided just. be- 
fore the opening hour to post notice of 
suspension.

Report of Cortelyou Shows Tota 
of $2,772,956,400. 


SOME RELIEF SUGGESTIONS 


S<cretary Discusses Recent Finan- 
cial Flurry and Makes Some 
Recommendations—What the 
Government Did to jae- 
lieve the Stringenucy. 


Washington, December 5.—In the an- 
rual report of Secretary of the Treasury 
Cortelyou, which was made public today, 
some very interesting figures are given 
out relative to the financial situation and 
condition of banks, including the cur- 
rency circulation throughout the whole 
country. 

The monetary etock of the country in- 
creased $180,584,4/6 during the last 1s6- 
eal year. The growth in gold was $125,- 
682,336, in silver $13,623,750, and in na- 
tional bank notes $42,676,330, while there 
was a decrease of $1,398,000 in treasury 
notes of $690. At the close of the fisca' 
year 1907 the money in circulation 
amounted to $2,772,956,455, or a per 
capita of $32.22. The percentage of gold 
to total circulation was 41.90. 

The amount in public depositories No- 
vember {, 1907, was $220,270,625.13. The 
total cash evailable in the general fund 
at the cloge of tthe fiscal year was $272,- 
001,445.47, an increase of $91,372,090.65. 
The total circulation of national banks 
is given as $604,056,32! (federal moneys), 
a net increase of $144,485,910. 

Suggestions as to Relief. 

Secretary ‘Yortelyou, among 
things, in giving suggestions as two re- 
lief measures: 

“According to the report of the condi- 
tion of national banks on August 22, 
1907, the amount of reserveg held by ali 
the national banks in ‘the coumtry was 
$1,121,358,396. Of this amount about 
$165,000,000 was helg in the three central 
reserve cities as deposits of banks lo- 
cated in the forty other reserve cities. 
A further amount, which cannot be esti. 
m ated, was also depos:ted in whe centra! 
reserve cities as constituting the three- 
fifths reserve which all other -banks

Many Banks Hoarded Money. 
An interesting excerpt from the re- 
port, showing that many banks hoarded 
money, is as follows: 3 


“When the story of the recent com- 
mercial and industrial disturbance has 
been fully told, | am confident that 
niany misapprehensions will be cleared 
away and that the interdependence of 
all sections of the country will be more 
fully understood. It is said that many 
of our people have hoarded money. 
This is undoubtedly true, but so have 
many of the banks. 

“The secretary .of the treasury is 
given wide discretion in many matters 
wherein he is rarely called upon to ex- 
ercise it, and little, if any, in others 
where it is needed daily, particularly 
as to certain of those having to do with 
the vitally important subject of our 
currency. 

“In times of emergency his hands are 
virtually tied. If in such periods of 
stress, in an effort to 
and serve the interests of all the peo- 
ple he is obliged to resort to unusual 
measures, criticism is unfortumately in 
many instances directed not to the inad- 
equacy of the system, but solely to fhe 
effort to give relief, even though it be 
successful in accomplishing that pur- 

se. 
on shoula not be forgotten that he haa 
to deal with the practical rather than 
the ‘theoretical side of the currency 
question. The failure of the adherents 
of the various suggested plans of. cur- 
rency reform to cooperate or to aare® 
upon a Practical measure would hardly 
appear to be « sufficient reason for hold- 
ing him responsible for their indecision 
and inaction. 


Laws Should Meet Daily Needs. 


“The laws under which he administers 
his office should pe made to meet the 
daily needs of the people, and his duties, 
sufficiently oneroug as they are, should 
not be made more burdensome by restric- 
tions which leave him with the respons!l- 
dility, but with no adequate means at 
his disposal to meet it. 

‘What has happened not only this 
vear, but many times before, should 
eerve as an admonition in the future of 
disasters due in part-at least to the 
imperfect organization of our monetary 
system. 

“T deem it important that something 
be done as speedily as may be consistent 
with thorough consideration to provide 
under government guaranty a greater 
elasticity to the, currency-—something 
which shall be automatic in its operatioa 
and which g@hall tend to equalize rates 
of interest not only in different sections 
of the country, but at different periods 


of the year. ‘

The Southern Educational Board is 
not a branch of the General Education- 
al Board and the organization and poli- 
cles of both are absolutely separate and 
distinct. 

The Southern Educational Board has 
no money to give to educational insti- 
tutions, but is strictly organized for 
the purpose of developing local inter- 
est in public education, and has been 
chiefly active in a campaign work for 
better schools now under way. 

That work in Georgia has been con- 
ducted under the Georgia state educa- 
tional committee, the southern board 
always working through the state de- 
partment of education, and voluntary 
state organizations. 

Its cooperation is extended only at 
invitation of the local educational au- 
thoritie#s and in conformity with 
their plans and policies. 

The Present Meeting. 

As to the. present meeting in Atlanta, 
it may be said that its purpose is chief- 
ly that of practical consultation in 
reference to general educational con- 
ditions by bringing together the state 
superintendents of the southern states, 
there being ten represented.

It will be seen, therefore, that, this 
present gathering in Atlanta has had 
the simple practical purpose of bring- 
ing together a few rereesentative work- 
ers in public education in various states 
of the south for informal discussion.

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National Council of Commerce, 

The title selected {is “The National 
Council of Commerce.” Tt starts with a 
membership of thirty-odd organizations 
of business men in the large cities, 
and is expected to ultimately embrace 
‘practically all of the leading com- 
mercial bodies in the country. The 
council was formally launched at a 
conference in the office of Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Straus today. The 
meeting was attended by delegates of 
chambers of commerce, boards of trade 
‘and other organizations, from New 
York, Buffalo, San Francisco, Atlanta, 
Chicago, New Orleans, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Portland (Oregon), Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, Charleston, Galves- 
iton, Richmond, Seattle, Milwaukee, 
| Denver, St. Louis and this city. 
| Secretary of State Root: and Secre- 
‘tary Straus addressed the meeting, and 
(later the conference was formally or- 
'ganized. Gustav H. Schwab, of New 
York, was made chairman; committees 
were appointed to perfect organization, 
and much progress. was made in carry- 
ing Out a scheme presented by Mr. 
Straus which was adopted. 

What the Scheme Prescribes. 

The scheme _ prescribes that the 
council’s functions should be to keep 
the department of commerce and labor 
informed of the needs and desires of 
the business world as formulated by 
responsible, commercial and industrial 
organizations representing manufac- 
turers, internal trade and foreign com- 
merce, both export and import, and 
possibly transportation; at i also to 
keep the business communtiy inform- 
ed regarding the work of the depart- 
ment, its plans, methods and results. 

The organization § shall consist of 
two closely connected and indistinct 
bodies, viz: A national council of com- 
merce and an advisory committee, each 
to elect its own officers and establish 
its own rules of procedure. The na- 
tional council shall hold meetings to 
act on reports of tne advisory com- 
mittee, act on measures proposed by 
delegates from the various organiza- 
tions and formulate suggestions to pro- 
mote commerce.
